quences.”

But the condition anuexed to this advice
could hardly have sttended the action in
Louisiapa. The “prospeet” wis not “good
for relief” in the resistance to IKELLOGG.
That the canse was good and strong cannot
be denied. Indeed, it has not been denicd
Ly any decent Republican authority. But
en should not peril the safety of the com-
munity, especially the helpless part of it, by
a hopeless resistance,

It really strikes us that ove of the most
extraordinary propositions which has ever
etuanated from the Executive of a State is
tbat which has just reacbed the President of
the Unpited States asking bim to turn over
the investigations of the recent kuklux out-
rages to the local tribunals,— Washington
Chronicle.

Of course ull Republicans are struck with
the impudence of any such prelension on
the part of a State. They consider the States
as nothing—the Federal Government as
everything. And practically they are right,
The States are helpless, Not one of them
can protect one of their citizens from arrest
anpd transportation to any prison or place of
trial, or his detention without trial, under
the authority of the Federal Government.

they have done.

: HYGEIA HOTEL.

Imust say that the Hygeia Hotel isa delight-
ful place. I like it better than I did the old
hotel which sat back near the principal
gate of the great fort. ‘I'he fort stood be-
tween that hotel and the Chesapeake bay
and the only view the guest bad was that of
Lampton bay. Even the movements:of the
steamers were unknown to him except that
the whistles announced the arrivals and de-
partures, To see the roads and the bay you
had to take a walk along the beach—an ad-
veoture not tolerable in summer save at early
dawn or about sunset.

Now we look out of the hotel upon the
Roads and upon the Chesapeake bay, From
tbe porch Cape Henry light may be seen on
a clear day, standing asa white guardian angel
ou the brink of the great ocean Lo guide the
storm-tossed mariner to the baven of se-
curity.

FORTRESS MONROE AND ITS OFFICERS,

I should by no means omit the fort and
its showy garrison, under command of that
very considerate gentleman, General BARRY
a soldier who understands what war is and
a gentleman who appreciates and practices
the refinements and judicious courtesies and
humanities of civilization, I often witness
his parades and sdmire the order ana pro-
riety of the gurrison. What a fine show
soldiers make! If they were only wanted
for that !

MILITARY AUTHORITY,

T am, however, partial to military govern-
ment, and found myself rejoicing while in
the fort at my temporary escape from Re-
publicanism to the precinets of military au-
thority, where orderand politeness were en-
forced as the main prineiples of liberly and
securily. The fact is, liberty is only enjoyed
where everybody is restrajined from inter-
fering with evervbody else’s liberty. Can
this liberty be enjoyed outside of arbitrary
government ? Let us look into our political
economy by the light of our American reyo-
lutions and feuds, and the filteenth amend-
ment, and see what answer we shall give to
this question.

I bave to thank General Barry, aided by

NEED OF EARTH-WORKS..

At a later day it was recommended and
built up to the second tier of ports, but was
suspended by the civil war. The experience
of that war, added to that of the Crimean
war, so clearly showed the insufficiency
of masonry to stand against the pow-
erful implements of war of the day that
the fort was looked upon as a failure. It
now awaits further orders. It is possible
that it may be made an earth-work by heavy
sand-embankments around-it. Thus pro-
tected, it will be efficient.

Fortress Monroe may need alteration to
meet the exigencies of improvement in mili-
tary science. The redoubt I have spoken of
is one step towards this adaptation of the
‘defences of the place to modern war, When
these things are done it will be a terrible
ordeal for war vessels to pass between Fort-
ress Mouroe and the Rip-Raps, Those two
torts were suggested by the lnst war with
England, when the British ships came
through the roads without being chal-
lenged and cut very impudent capers in
Virginia waters.

GENERAL JACESON'S SCMMER RESORT.

That truly great man—powerful intel-
lect and powerful in will—General ANDREW
JacgsoN—was wont to spend a part of his
summers at the Rip-Raps. There he was
somewhat isolated, The army of office-
hanters couldn’t well get at him, and bad to

become an “army of observation’’ at Old
Point. They stole over in fishing boats oc-
casiopally and put & word or two in, but
they bad to bebaye themselves, They didn’t
button-hole # Old Hickory.” How different
was his taste from that of General GRANT,
who translates the Government as well as
himself to that thronging Mecca of fashion-
able fools and worshippers of” Mammon,
“Long Branch!”’

General Jacrsox had very bitter enemies ;
but no man ever lived who more complete-
ly lived down hostility than he did. His
determined will necessarily made him ene-
mies. But bis well-proved honesty and pa-
triotism changed nearly all of them to ad-
mirers before his death, Frontiersman as he
was raised, deprived of the polish of high
schools and social conventionalisms, he wus,
nevertheless, in society the most polished
and gallant gentleman of his day.

On all State occasions, at all the grand
festivities of the White House, he shone like
Sarn amongst the prophets, above all the
ambasgsadorial representatives and above all
the senatorial great men of our own coun-
try. This was especially true‘io regard to
his courtly bearing towards the ladies, For
grace of manner, affability, and for putting
all in his company at ease without sacrific-
ing a tittle of his own dignity, he was
the most remarkable man of the age. He
deserves to be held in memory as one of the
greatest men that ever lived in this country;
and this tribute is from one who opposed
his Administration.

HAMPTON AND THE *‘ FIFTEENTH.”

I visited Hampton for the first time in my
life. It was founded in 1610, and, as in
Yorktown, we bere find the colonial memo-
rials brought in contact with the * fifteenth
amendment,” Hampton has an unze:tled
and apprehensive appearance, We see the
old colonial chureh, with its te-sellated wulls
and a few remainy ante-revolutionary, and
we see the modern framed building, with
perpendicular weather-boarding and slat-
covered joints,stunding with its armsakimbo
with vulgar insolence beside them. Irdeed,
we see all sorts of knocked-up dwellings and
a mottled population.

The “ durk ™ people seem to be at home—
the whites look like ®temporaries,” The
town has the look of & place that has been
pulled first in one direction, then anotber as
ambitious real estute men desired. It finally
settled down to a ragzed obstinacy—the
main street ruoning east and west,

The general appearance of thiogsis, as1
say, restless, The earth of the peninsula
on which it stands is a garden spot, and yet
thrift is not emphatic. Ina colored respect
it scems to be the nursery of fishermen, who
are awake when the fish bite and asleep
when they don’t. The agriculturists (colored)
do not pursue the art earnestly nor on the
most approved principles, Fences are all
gone, and the cow and the “little bull” are
jassooed to limited grazing grounds,

The fashions are fantastical. Among col-
ored men the cast-off artillery suits from the
fort form a conspicuous part. I saw one
colored gentleman whose suit represented
every year since the war began, The yearly
pieces were quilted upon it in strong but
not a very artful manner. He was a year-
book bound in black, blue, yellow, red, with
double back. The girls are gotten up with-
out regard to order and in all styles. Some
flaunt, some work, some appear about the
fort or hotel, selling corn, &e. There must
be u big resurrection-gun fired at Old Point
to resurrect Hampton.

A LITTLE END ABOUT FISHING,

I have run out a rigmarole and bave little
room for ¢ fishing.” In the fearless-sailing

Captain W, P, Webb, Captain Carrington,
and other gentlemen having briefly spoken,
L. E. Finch, Esq., in response to an inquiry,
stated that it was not at present intended to
erect a bridge at Clarksville, but that Colonel
Buford had expressed his intention fo run a
steam ferry, free to passengers and freight,
until the bridge could be erceted.

Trial of Fisher for Murder in Middle-
sex County.
SECOND DAY’S PROCEEDINGS OF THE CIRCUIT
COURT.

[Reported for the Dispatch.]
Court called to order at 10 o’clock A. M.,
Tuesday, 15th September, 1874, Judge Jet-
fres presiding. The jailor led the prisoner
wanacled before the court. He seemed much
dejected, having a downecast, woebegone ex-
pression. When his shackles were removed,
however, he assuthed a more cheerful counte-
nance. A large and curious crowd sur-
rounded the prisoner from the jail to the
court-house anxious to get a view of the
man who is charged with and believed by
the entire community to be guilty of acrime
which if proven against him, he will answer
with his life,
The counsel for the prisoner offered nu-
merous pleas—claiming that a special term of
the court should not take cognizance of the
present charge, that only ¢ regular term of
the court had jurisdiction in this cause; the
prisoner, through bis counsel, protesting his
innocence of the crime alleged against bim;
this cause was not on docket at the last reg-
ular term, and that, therefore, the prisoner
ought not to be tried at aspecial term. All
of which pleas the court, without hesitancy,
rejected.  Several pleas were offered in
abatement, but promptly rejected.
Mr, Bland moved to quash the indictment
on the ground that this court has no juris.
diction in this case. Overruled.
Mr. Bland then moved to quash the in-
dictment on the ground that there was no
examination by a magistrate before or after
the indictment, Overruled.
Colonel Montague moved a general de-
murrer. Overruled.
The prisoner was then asked by the court
whether he plead guilty or not guilty of the
charge aguinst him. With a stammering ac-
cent, caused by a natural impediment of
speech, he plead * not quilty.”
Mr. Evans moved a continuance of this
cause to the next regular term of the eir-
cnit court on the ground that there was not
a single witness recognized to appear at this
trial for or aguinst the prisoner. There was
no reason to believe that the prisoner would
be arraigned for trial at this special term.

Here the attorney for the Commonwenlth
informed the counsel for defence that it wus
nct the business of defence te provide wit-
nesses for the prosecution. The defence
miﬁ;ht be sure the Commonwealth would be
well provided for.

Mr. Bland argued that not one of the coun-
sel for the prisoner was notified that an au-
topsy of the body of John W. Ross would
be had on Thursday, 17th of September. He
declared that important evidence in favor of
the prisoner bad come to the knowledge of
counsel for defence since the indictment of
Monday, 14th instant, which was not before
discovered ; also, a witness whose evidence
is ubsolutely material for the defence is now
quite sick and unable to be in uttendance on
the court.

The court informed the counsel for de-
fence that he should require them to make
affidavit to the above facts, and requested
them to prepare their affidavits while the
court took a recess for one hour.
